1. WEATHER CONTINUES TO BE GOOD AND FURTHER IMPROVEMENT 
PREDICTED. DRAINOFF PROCEEDING AND LAND DRYING. POCKETS OF 
FLOODING, HOWEVER, REMAIN. IN SOUSSE-KAIROUAN REGION TEN
